For  April  13  Performance 


The  Augustana  Choir  directed 
by  Henry  Veld  will  come  to  the 
Brigham  Young  University  on 
Monday,  April  13  to  present  a 
sacred  music  concert. 

This  choir  is  composed  of  two 
choruses,  the  Wennerberg  Chorus 
which  is  the  men’s  group,  and 
the  Jenny  Lind  Chorus,  which  is 
the  women’s  section.  These  two 
groups  were  originally  separate 
organizations  and  were  brought 
together  for  the  first  time  by 
Mr.  Veld  on'  March  18,  1931  for 
one  performance  in  Chicago. 

The  Augustana  College,  which 
sponsors  this  musical  organiza- 
tion is  located  in  Rock  Island, 
Illinois  and  is  a Lutheran  college. 
This  college  sends  its  choir  all 
over  the  nation  on  various  tours 


and  has  also  had  this  group  feat- 
ured on  some  80  nationwide  hook- 
ups. In  addition  to  this  the  choir 
has  made  approximately  eleven 
RCA  Victor  Red  Seal  Records  in 
the  past  14  years.

HonorCouncil  Members 
Chosen  by  New  Plan 

Honor  Council  members  will  be  chosen  by  a committee  composed 
of  members  of  the  Legislative  Council,  with  all  recommendations 
being  subject  to  approval  by  the  legislative  group  sitting  as  a whole. 

This  decision,  which  grew  out  of  a prolonged  discussion  over 
methods  of  choosing  members  of  the  Honor  Council,  came  Monday 
night  after  several  members  of  the  student  legislative  body  objected 
to  the  “sight  unseen”  method  of 


approving  appointments  to  the 
Honor  body.  Before,  all  new  Hon- 
or Council  members  were  chosen 
by  the  Honor  Council  and  approv- 
ed by  the  legislative  group. 

Under  the  new  plan,  a commit- 
tee composed  of  five  members  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  including 
the  chairman  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil, will  make  all  appointment 
recommendations.  Following  ap- 
pointment, and  preceding  approv- 
al, prospective  members  of  the 
Honor  group  will  appear  before 
Legislative  Council  to  answer 
questions  and  otherwise  state 
their  qualifications. 

Since  the  new  recommenda- 
tions will  not  take  place  until 
the  next  vacancy  in  Honor  Coun- 
cil occurs,  three  new  members 
to  the  Honor  group  were  approv- 
ed without  a dissenting  vote.  Le- 
Ray  Brown,  Kent  Kirby,  and 
Charles  Cox  will  take  office  im- 
mediately and  will  join  other 
Council  members  in  the  formu- 
lation of  a new  Honor  council 
policy,  which  is  forthcoming. 

In  other  business,  the  legisla- 
tive group  passed  a motion  that 
the  Council  recommend  that  Cou- 
garettes  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  take  a special  gym  class,  em- 
phasizing dancing  and  other  ac- 
tivities which  would  be  useful  in 
presenting  halftime  entertain- 
ment and  similar  programs. 

Fred  Money  also  announced 
that  the  poster  room  is  now  open 
and  that  it  will  be  available  to  all 
members  of  the  studentbody 
Thirty  dollars  worth  of  supplies 
have  been  purchased,  and  these 
will  bo  lent  out  to  the  students 
on  a receipt  basis.  Business  Man- 
ager Money  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  room. 

The  Council  voted  to  allow  the 
Alcyone  social  unit  to  hold  their 
dinner  dance  on  May  9,  a date 
which  conflicts  with  the  AMS 
carnival,  due  to  unusual  circum- 
stances.

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Poll  Reueals  Christian  Concepts

"What  think  ye  of  Christ?”  This  question, 
directed  by  the  Master  to  the  law-conscious  Phar- 
isees, bears  repeating  in  the  world  of  1953 — a 
world  which  finds  His  followers  numbered  among 
half  a thousand  different  sects. 

Their  curiosity  aroused  by  this  religious 
phenomenon,  two  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students,  Wayne  Carle  (now  graduated.) 
and  this  writer,  polled  a group  of  150  Pro- 
testant and  Catholic  clergymen  last  Easter 
in  an  effort  to  compile  some  of  the  signifi- 
cant beliefs  about  Christ. 

Representing  more  than  20  denominations,  the 
ministers  consulted  were  selected  at  random  from 
congregations  in  22  states.  Only  47  of  them,  about 
32  per  cent,  responded  to  the  questionnaire.  An- 
other 5 per  cent  failed  to  receive  the  survey 
blanks  because  of  changes  of  address. 

As  another  Easter  approaches,  and  the 
Christian  world  again  contemplates  the  Res- 
urrection, the  results  of  this  survey  are 
presented  here  without  comment  for  the  in- 
formation of  UNIVERSE  readers. 

The  survey  claims  to  prove  nothing.  But  it  does 
indicate  that  the  diversity  of  opinion'  concerning 
theological  matters  is  nowhere  more  pronounced 
than  among  those  who  should  be  in  closest  agree- 
ment.

Wilkinson  Cautions 
Against  Dangers 

“Our  founding  fathers  formed 
a constitution  which  would  not 
permit  a merging  of  the  execu- 
tive, legislative  and  judicial  as 
the  Great  Sanhedrin  did,”  ex- 
plained President  Ernest  L.  Wilk- 
inson in  his  Easter  address  at 
Wednesday’s  devotional. 

President  Wilkinson  warned, 
“Politicians  today,  under  the 
cloak  of  modern  liberalism  have 
further  expanded  the  executive 
at  the  expense  of  the  judicial. 
Thus  leading  us  down  the  road  to 
centralization  of  power.”  He  fur- 
ther emphasized  as  apparent 
from  the  action  of  the  Great  San- 
hedrin, “Once  a judiciary  becomes 
corrupt,  rules  and  laws  become 
of  little  avail.” 

Upon  carefully  analyzing  the 
trial  of  Jesus,  Pres.

If  the  facts  of  personal  history  mean  anything,  they  indicate 
that  Harvey  L.  Taylor  will  undoubtedly  become  one  of  Brigham 
Young  University’s  greatest  men. 

Such  an  observation  is  based  on  a good  look  at  the  record  of 
Dr.  Taylor,  established  over  the  past  30  years,  and  from  definite 
impressions  gained  through  meeting  him. 

Dr.  Taylor,  executive  assistant  to  President  Wilkinson  at  BYU, 
was  formerly  superintendent  of 
schools  in  Mesa,  Ariz.,  and  that 
city’s  most  honored  citizen. 

His  entire  life  has  been  devoted 
to  the  betterment  of  educational 
facilities,  and  he  is  credited  with 
building  in  Mesa  one  of  the  fin- 
est educational  plants  in  the  na- 
tion. 

One  of  the  distinguishing  char- 
acteristics of  Brother  Taylor  is 
his  interest  in  young  people,  and 
he  indicated  that  from  his  “earl- 
iest times”  he  had  worked  and 
been  among  them.  He  holds  the 
highest  award  in  scouting  that  is 
made  in  a local  council  to  a vol- 
unteer scouter,  and  has  served  in 
most  scouting  positions. 

In  education,  Dr.  Taylor  has 
taught  and  been  a school  admin- 
istrator at  Arizona  State  College, 
the  University  of  Arizona,  and 
Brigha  Young,  where  he  taught 
in  1939  and  during  the  summer 
of  1952. 

As  executive  assistant  at  BYU 
(a  position  comparable  to  the 
vice-presidency  of  other  institu- 
tions), Dr.  Taylor  will  work  pri- 
marily with  faculty  members. 

Dr.  Taylor  and  President  Wilk- 
inson have  been  life-time  friends, 
and  Mr.  Taylor  gave  that  as  the 
primary  reason  for  his  coming  to 
BYU.  The  increasing  stature  of 
the  university  personnel  and  its 
facilities  was  an  added  induce- 
ment, and  he  added  that  “I  like  to 
be  part  of  a great  thing.”

“The  shortest  way  to  ruin  a country  is  to  give  power  to  dema- 
gogues.” 

So  spoke  Dionysius  of  ancient  Rome.  We,  today,  who  must  pre- 
serve our  free  way  of  life,  need  to  become  aware  of  the  demagogues 
in  public  life.  Unless  the  average  voter  is  alerted  to  the  danger,  the 
peril  of  demagoguery,  unless  he  learns  how  to  recognize  these  un- 
principled agitators  and  to  perceive  their  methods  so  as  to  cast  them 
from  office,  our  country  cannot  progress.  It  cannot  endure — free. 

“The  demagogue  is  usually  sly,  a detractor  of  others,  a professor 
of  humility  and  disinterestedness,  a great  stickler  for  equality  as 
respects  all  above  him,  a man  who  acts  in.  corners,  and  avoids  open 
and  manly  expositions  of  his  course,  calls  blackguards  gentlemen, 
and  gentlemen  folks,  appeals  to  passions  and  prejudices  rather  than 
to  reason,  and  is  in  all  respects  a man  of  intrigue  and  deception,  of 
sly  cunning  and  management.” 

By  using  the  foregoing  description  of  a demagogue  given  us 
by  James  Fennimore  Cooper,  we  can  easily  discern  the  congressman, 
the  senator,  the  president,  the  governor,  or  other  public  figure,  who 
panders  to  the  prejudices,  passions,  and  ignorance  of  the  populace. 
Perhaps  the  added  words  of  Aristophanes  might  help.  “The  qualities 
necessary  to  be  a demagogue  are  these:  to  be  foul  mouther,  base 
bom,  a low  mean  fellow.” 

Although  the  demagogue  is  not  the  only  species  of 'rascal  danger- 
ous to  our  political  system,  the  American  voter  has  need  to  know 
a demagogue  when  he  sees  one. 

Yet,  all  is  not  bad.  Demagogues  do  serve  a purpose 

Disraeli  said:  “Demagogues  and  agitators  are  very  unpleasant, 
but  they  are  incidents  to  a free  and  constitutional  country,  and  you 
must  put  up  with  these  inconveniences  or  do  without  many  im- 
portant advantages.” 

Yes,  men  such  as???  (you  pick  your  favorites)  are  the  price  of 
democracy.

The 
Center  not  only  provides  for  the  increased  needs  of  a growing  stu- 
dentbody,  but  also  meets  the  challenge  to  improve  the  quality  of 
services  to  students — and  quality  is  the  important  thing. 

The  crowning  feature  of  the  plan  is  the  provision  for  expansion 
as  future  needs  arise,  and  as  the  complete  student  union  building 
nears  reality.  We  can  show  gratitude  if  we  are  as  careful  and  pro- 
ductive in  our  use  of  the  building  as^the  administration  was  in  its 
planning.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATED  WOMEN  STUDENTS 
OF  BRIGHAM  YOUNG  UNIVERSITY 
Article  I Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be 
the  Associated  Women  Students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

Article  II  Affiliation 

This  organization  is  a member  of  the 
Western  Division  of  I.A.W.S.  and  shall  be 
represented  at  I.A.W.S.  concentions  by 
incoming  and  outgoing  presidents. 

Article  III  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall 
be: 

1.  To  coordinate  and  integrate  all  cam- 
pus activities  for  women  students. 

2.  To  sustain  and  encourage  the  high- 
est ideals  of  Latter-day  Saint  wom- 
anhood. 

3.  To  develop  leadership  and  afford  a 
maximum  number  of  girls  the  oppor- 
tunity to  devlop  the  best  that  is 
within  them. 

4.  To  stimulate  and  diffuse  the  true 
spirit  of  the  Y,  and  an  appreciation 
of  it. 

Article  IV  Membrship 

Sec.  1 All  women  students  shall  be- 
come members  of  this  organization  upon 
registering  at  the  University. 

Sec.  2.  Freshmen  women  shall  be  or- 
organized  into  a Junior  A.W.S.  organiza- 
tion under  supervision  of  A.W.S.  Vice 
President. 

Article  V Administration 

All  functions  of  A.W.S.  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  officers  of  the  organi- 
zation. These  officers  include  president, 
vice  prsident,  secretary,  and  treasurer 
and  the  A.W.S.  Council. 

The  Counselor  for  Women  shall  serve 
as  advisor  to  A.W.S. 

Article  VI  Officers 

Sec.  1 Qualifications  for  Office 

a.  All  candidates  for  any  A.W.S.  of- 
fice .shall  have  a minimum  grade 
point  average  of  1.5. 

b.  Candidates  for  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent shall  be  incoming  senior 
women  with  no  more  than  5 
hours  of  D grade,  and  who  has 
been  a member  of  one  of  the  fol-, 
lowing:  the  A.W.S.  Council,  the 
A.W.S.  Jr.  Council,  head  of  a 
major  A.W.S.  committee,  a mem- 
ber of  two  major  A.W.S.  commit- 
tees, or  is  under  offices  of  A.W.S. 

Sec.  2 Duties  of  Officers 

a.  The  President 

1.  shall  call  and  preside  at  all 
A.W.S.  activities  and  Council 
meetings,  unless  this  authority 
has  been  otherwise  delegated. 

2.  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio 
member  of  all  A.W.S.  Commit- 
tees. 

3.  shall  represent  A.W.S.  in  other 
campus  activities  and  at  the 
regional  and  national  I.A.W.S. 
conventions  when  she  is  able 
to  do  so. 

4.  (incoming)  shall,  with  the  in- 
coming treasurer,  decide  the 
budget  for  the  coming  year.

1.  shall  preside  at  A.W.S.  meetings 
in  the  absence  of  the  president. 

2.  shall  work  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  president. 

3.  shall  represent  A.W.S.  in  other 
campus  activities  and  I.A.W.S. 
conventions  when  the  president 
is  unable  to  do  so. 

4.  shall  serve  as  A.W.S.  advisor  to 
the  Freshman  A.W.S.  organiza- 
tion and  be  responsible  for  see- 
ing it  started  each  year. 

C..  The  Secretary 

1.  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  A.W. 
S.  meetings  and  shall  read 
these  upon  request. 

2.  shall  kep  the  A.W.S.  scrapbook 
up-to-date  and  in  good  order. 

3.  shall  be  responsible  for  main- 
taining complete  and  orderly 
A.W.S.  files  on  all  activities. 

d.  The  Treasurer 

1.  shall  manage  all  A.W.S.  fi- 
nances. 

2.  shall  make  quarterly  financial 
reports  to  the  A.W.S.  Council. 

3.  (incoming)  shall,  with  the  it/- 
president,  decide  the  budget  for 
the  coming  year. 

4.  shall  issue  all  A.W.S.  requisi- 
tions. 

e.  Joint  Duties 

1.  The  officers  together  shall  have 
final  authority  in  selcting  com- 
mittee chairmen  and  in  filling 
Council  vacancies  from  recom- 
mendations of  the  Council. 

2.  The  officers  together  shall  se- 
lect one  Council  representative 
from  each  class  to  serv  as  the 
A.W.S.  Council  nominating  com- 
mittee. 

3.  An  individual  officer  shall  be 
directly  responsible  for  each 
A.W.S.  activity.  Delgation  of 
specific  function  shall  be  made 
by  the  officers  at  such  time  as 
they  see  fit. 

4.  Incoming  and  outgoing  officers 
together  sholl  select  the  incom- 
ing A.W.S.  Council  from  the 
recommendations  of  the  namin- 
ating  committee. 

Sec.  3 Vacancies 

a.  In  the  event  that  the  office  of 
president  becomes  vacant,  the  vice 
president  shall  assume  the  office.

Article  VII  A.W.S.  Council 

Sec.  1 Composition 

a.  The  A.W.S.  Council  shall  consist  of 
the  A.W.S.  officers  plus  three  (3) 
sophomores,  six  (6)  juniors,  and 
three  (3)  senior  women. 

b.  At  the  time  of  selection,  a mini- 
mum of  four  (4)  of  the  twelve

Sec.  2 Method  of  Selection

f.  In  the  event  that  the  A.W.S.  vice 
president  advances  to  president 
the  Council  shall  select  a new 
vice  president.

American'  lad  turn  to — baseball,  of  course.  With  this  turn  of  mind 
inevitably  comes  an  overpowering  urge  to  prognosticate  and— why 
fight  it?  It’s  bigger  than  six  or  eight  of  us. 

Shall  we  proceed?  " 

First,  let’s  look  at  the  National  League. 

Bums,  Cards,  NY,  Phils  in  Title  Struggle 

The  old  crystal  spheroid,  although  a little  foggy  around  the 
edges,  clearly  reveals  that  a four-team  race  for  the  pennant  is  in 
the  offing.  Three  other  outfits  should  battle  for  the  top  spot  in  the 
second  division.  And  then,  of  course,  there’s  Pittsburgh. 

It  seems  to  line  up  about  as  follows: 

1.  Brooklyn  5.  Chicago 

2.  St.  Louis  6.  Milwaukee 

3.  New  York  7*  Cincinnatta 

4.  Philadelphia  8.  As  usual 

The  Dodgers  at  this  writing  seem  to  be  the  solidest  team  in 
either  league.  Seven  of  their  eight  iron  men  of  51-52  (all  but  Andy 
Pafko,  who’s  gone  to  the  Braves)  are  back.  And  pitchers  like  Joe 
Black,  Russ  Meyer,  Billy  Loes  and  Carl  Erskine  can  throw  as  hard, 
if  not  as  accurate,  as  anybody  in  the  Senior  Circuit.  In  addition,  the 
Flatbushers  have  been  blessed  by  a bumper  crop  of  rookies,  headed 
by  infielder  Junior  Gilliam  and  pitcher  Johnny  Podres.  And  watch 
Duke  Snider  go  this  year. 

U.S.  Open? 

If  things  go  as  expected,  the  Dodgers  may  win  not  only  the 
loop  crown,  but  the  World  Series,  Rose  Bowl,  Kentucky  Derby  and 
Irish  Sweepstakes*  as  well. 

Picked  for  a close  second  are  the  rapidly  improving  St.  Louis 
Cardinals,  who  have  the  sharpest  group  of  young  pitchers— Harvey 
Haddix,  Jim  Yuhas,  Vinegar  Bend  Mizell,  Joe  Presko,  Stu  Miller — 
in  baseball,  and  an  exceptionally  shrewd  maneuverer  in  Manager 
Eddie  (The  Brat)  Stanky. 

The  Giants,  this  corner’s  choice  for  third,  could  easily  end 
higher  if  Manager  Leo  Durocher’s  supply  of  corsets,  crutches,  aspir- 
ins and  wheelchairs  holds  up.  Age  is  really  creeping  up  on  the  1951 
champs,  with  such  reliables  as  Monte  Irvin,  Jim  Hearn,  Sal  Maglie 
and  Larry  Jansen  pushing  the  middle  thirty’s.  But  all  probably  have 
a good  year  or  two  left  in  their  creaking  bones,  and  A1  Dark,  Whitey 
Lockman,  Hoyt  Wilhelm  and  Bobby  Thomson  are  at  or  approaching 
their  peaks.  If  Willie  Mays  gets  his  army  release,  the  Polo  Grounders 
may  go  all  the  way. 

Sad  Spring 

The  Phils,  like  the  Cards,  have  looked  raunchy  in  spring  train- 
ing. But  usually  this  doesn’t  mean  too  much,  for  this  is  the  period 
of  experimentation.  The  Quakers  have  the  best  pitching  staff  in  the 
loop,  headed  by  28-game  winner  Robin  Roberts  and  including  Curt 
Simmons,  Steve  Ridzik  and  Karl  Drews.  A return  to  1951  form  by 
Richie  Ashburn  and  Puddinhead  Jones  and  to  ’50  form  by  Jim  Kon- 
stanty  would  help. 

This  is  the  year  Phil  Cavaretta’s  Cubs  will  make  their  big  drive 
for  the  first  division.  They  probably  won’t  make  it,  but  might  come 
closer  than  most  people  expect.  Hurlers  Warren  Hacker  (15-8)  and 
Bob  Rush  (17-13)  should  be  at  least  as  good  as  they  were  last  year 
and  the  Bruins  have  two  fine  outfielders  in  Frankie  Baumholts  and 
home  r un-RBI  king  and  Most  Valuable  Player  Hank  Sauer.

A team  with  real  infield  problems,  especially  around  the  keystone, 
is  the  Braves.  However,  southpaw  Warren  Spahn  is,  despite  a medi- 
ocre (14-19)  1952  season,  still  as  dangerous  as  any  pitcher  in  the 
league,  and  Pafko,  Joe  Adcock  and  Sid  Gordon  should  make  a fine 
1-2-3  batting  punch. 

The  change  in  scenery  from  Boston  to  Milwaukee  should  pro- 
vide only  slight  stimulus.  Milwaukee  fans  will  probably  have  to  wait 
quite  a while  for  their  first  loop  champ.  Manager  Charlie  should 
be  even  Grimm-er  than  usual  (pardon  the  horrible  pun). 

The  Reds  should  be  about  on’  a par  with  the  Beertowners.  The 
Rhinelanders  have  a good  trio  of  hurlers  in  Ken  Raffensberger  and 
ex-Ogden  aces  Frank  Smith  and  Harry  Perkowski.  They  also  have  a 
very  promising  shortstop  in'  Roy  McMillan  and  a muscular  first- 
baseman  called  Ted  Kluezweski  who  could  propel  a pellet' through 
forty  feet  of  reinforced  concrete  if  he  hit  it  right.

It  should  be  a long,  dry  summer  for  the  Pirate  faithful.  The  one 
cause  for  ecstacy  the  fans  of  the  lowly  Bucs  had  last  summer  was 
the  discovery  that  Dick  Groat,  fabulously  successful  college  basket- 
eer,  also  played  a mean  game  on  the  diamond.  Groat  is  now  in  the 
Army.  The  return  of  Danny  O’Connell  from  the  service  might  ease 
the  pain  a little  bit.  O’Connell,  Murray  Dickson  and  popular  Ralph 
Kiner  should  give  the  Pittsburgh  fans  what  little  they  will  be  able 
to  cheer  about.  ExYankee  John  Lindell  and  $100,000  bonus  baby 
Paul  Pettit,  both  up  from  Hollywood,  should  bolster  the  mound  corps. 

The  Pirates  should  start  poorly,  increase  in  slowness  as  the  sea- 
son wears  on,  and  finish  in  a glorious  blaze  of  nothing.  They  could 
very  conceivably  wind  up  in  the  American  association.

Sec.  1 Composition 

The  Freshman  A.W.S.  Council  shall  con- 
sist of  twelve  (12)  freshman  women. 

Sec.  2 Method  of  Selection 

a.  Individual  interviews  shall  be  held 
for  all  interested  freshmen  dur- 
ing orientation  week  by  A.W.S. 
officers  and  council. 

b.  From  these  interviews,  recom- 
mended women  will  be  visited  by 
the  council  and  officers. 

c.  Final  selection  of  Freshman  Coun- 
cil members  will  be  made  by 
A.W.S.  officers. 

Sec.  3 Functions  of  Council 

a.  The  primary  function  of  the  Fresh- 
man Council  will  be  to  coordinate 
and  sponsor  activities  for  Fresh- 
man women  and  to  serve  the 
school  whenever  called  upon  to  do 
so.  Among  these  activities  will  be 
money  raising  projects  for  the 
A.W.S.  scholarship  fund  and  direc- 
tion of  A.W.S.  Girls’  Day  activities. 

Sec.  4 Organization 

The  Freshman  Council  will  elect  a 
Chairman,  Secretary  and  Historian  for 
purposes  of  conducting  and  carrying  out 
the  necessary  business  of  the  council. 
Article  IX  Elections 

Sec.  1 A.W.S.  elections  shall  be  held 
early  Spring  quarter  in  time  for  the  in- 
coming president  to  attend  the  I.A.W.S. 
convention. 

Sec.  2 All  A.W.S.  elections  shall  be  con- 
ducted through  the  established  student 
body  channels. 

Sec.  3 Candidates  shall  be  nominated 
by  -petitions  bearing  signatures  of  100 
women  students. 

Article  X Functions 

Sec.  1 A.W.S.  shall  sponsor  any  activity 
of  value  to  campus  women  which  is  not 
sponsored  by  another  organization. 

Sec.  2 A.W.S.  shall  take  the  particular 
responsibility  of  helping  orient  new 
women  students. 

Sec.  3 Annual  activities  may  include 
Preference  Ball,  Christmas  Fund,  Song- 
fest,  Girls’  Day,  and  Y Day.

AMS  CONSTITUTION 
Article  I 

Section  I:  Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as 
the  Associated  Men  Students  of  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Section  II:  Membership 

The  membership  of  AMS  includes  all 
male  students  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Studentbody. 

Section  III:  Purpose 

a.  To  provide  an  organization  where 
all  men  students  regardless  of  affiliation 
may  function  together. 

b.  To  promote  Latter-day  Saint  ideals 
of  conduct. 

c.  To  foster  individual  and  social  activ- 
ities wherein  all  male  students  associate 
man  to  man. 

d.  To  sponsor  such  traditional  student- 
body  activities  as  are  delegated  to  it  by 
the  Studentbody  Executive  Council. 

e.  To  develop  and  utilize  male  leader- 
ship. 

f.  To  assist  the  Studentbody  officers  in 
promoting  favorable  inter-school  rela- 
tions. 

Section  IV.:  Administration 

a.  The  men  students  shall  elect  a pres- 
ident, vice-president,  and  secretary-his- 
torian. These  officers  shall  constitute  an 
executive  council. 

b.  The  AMS  Executive  Council  shall 
choose  12  council  members  who,  with 
the  Executive  Council,  will  total  15 
members,  and  shall  constitute  the  AMS 
Council. 

c.  The  organization  of  the  Associated 
Men  Students  shall  be  administered  by 
these  two  bodies. 

d.  The  Student  Coordinator  shall  act  as 
advisor  to  the  AMS  organization. 

Article  II 

Section  I:  Officers 

a.  The  qualifications’  for  an  office  m 
AMS  are,  that  a person  must  show  for 
his  entire  academic  work  as  1.5  average 
as  determined  by  the  University  Regis- 
trar, and  have  no  more  than  5 hours  of 
D grade  in  the  last  quarter.  The  officers 
shall  be  juniors  or  seniors  when  they 
take  office.
